NOT MADE CLEAR. 

Why there should have been such 
a general desertion of the polling po- 
sitions is not made very clear. By 
some city officials it is asserted that 
it was due to the lack of remunera- 
tion, although $65 was the allowance 
made by the City Council for this 
election, whefeas in recent cases only 
N and $4.50 has been paid. However, 
it is further contended that inasmuch 


as the election officers in many cases 


ate compelled to provide their own 
tables and chairs, or else pay for the 
use of same, they don't care for the 
job. Where the city provides tents 
for election purposés, it also provides 
the tables, chairs and whatever else 
goes with the booths. But not in 
rehted places. 

The desertions were also explained 
on the ground that the Good Gov- 
ernment had drafted citizens who were 


informed that they need not serve if 


they did not care to, as there’is no 
penalty attached for such neglect in 
such cases. In the case ot general 
State and county elections, penalty is 
provided for election officers who do 
not serve and who neglect to provide 
satisfactory substitutes. 
DOESN'T WORK WELL. 

The most serious feaure of this ques- 
tion is to be found in the fact that 
it smatters very strongly of an old 
political trick that is akin to balls 
box stuffing operations. That the 
Goo Goos had any such purpose in 
view is not alleged by their opponents, 
alihough it is well known that the 
Goo Goo boosbes were admittedly inter- 
ested in the election of Stewart and 
Whiffen. 

This trick is worked for the pur- 
pose of throwing dust in the eyes of 
a suspicious but easily deceived pub- 
lic. Names of citizens of high char- 
acter are announced as the officials 
chosen to conduct the election in va- 
rious precincts, and of course the pub- 
lic expresses approval. On paper, the 
indications are that the election wil! 
be in the hands of men, and 
that the purity of the ot box will 
be maintained. 

In practical operation, however, this 
is how it works out: The citizens so 
0 have not been consulted or 
may not have the time to serve on the 
election board., The political trick- 
sters who have sent in the names of 
these citizens, appreciate this little
